Contrary to what a large num-
ber of people think, it has been
shown through studies of men:
tal and physical growth that we
do not accomaplish or achieve at
a given speed or. given age. For
example, some children develop
the ability to talk at an earlier
age than others. Some of us
learned to walk  before other
children of the same age. The
same variations of growth carry
over into school situations where
we find that some children learn
the basic fundamentals of read:
ing in the first grade, but for
certain reasons, other children
do not attain a readiness for
reading until they are in the sec-
ond or third grade.

Dr. Emmett Bettes made a
study of the reading failures in-
volving thousands of pupils. He
found that 80 percent of all read.
ing cases were children of nor-
mal or superior intelligence. Con-
sequently Fern avenue school be-
lieves that corrective measures
can be taken to provide continu.
ous help for those children whose
readiness for reading is delayed.
